epidemic When it was virulent in 
New York City in 1916, there were 
only 1.59 cases per 1.000 popula­ 
tion. In rural areas, where im­ 
munity is less than in cities, the 
rate rarely exceeds 3 per 1,000. 
From these figures, it is obvious 
that the majority of persons are 
immune to poliomyelitis. 
When called infantile paralysis, 
the disease Is disguised under an 


assumed name, since few infants 
contract it and it does not al­ 
ways result in permanent paraly­ 
sis. Most often, poliomyelitis is 
found among children up to ten 
years of age and only 2' < in t h o s e 
over fifteen, although 
in rural 
sections the incidence may reach 
10'/ 
in the ages above fifteen. 
Rarely does more than on*- mem­ 
ber of a family become afflicted. 
Too much emphasis, especially 
in the press, has been put on the 
seriousness of poliomyelitis and 
the average person has an u n ­ 
founded fear of its after-effects, 
which do not always develop. 
The incubation period for pol­ 
iomyelitis may vary from four to 
eighteen days, after which symp- 
i toms appear. Attention may be 
1 directed at once to the central 
nervous system, but sometimes the 
attack is looked upon only as a 
stomach upset or a mild respira­ 
tory infection.
